Again,  the  Resurrection  means 
comfort.  Its  truth  dispels  gloom 
and  uncertainty  and  leaves  no 
place  for  doubt.

about  the  Resurrection  and  we 
have  comfort  in  our  belief  that  His 
promises  of  care,  comfort,  love, 
protection,  and  salvation  are  true.
